they wish to see fine churches and hear 
popular preaching, they must abide by 
the laws and manners of such churches, 
Why should they claim aright to private 
pews, and then scold the sexton because 
ne does his duty by obeying the requests 
ofthe owners?

Perhaps there is nothing that has been 
persistently misrepresented as the 
|} traits of Indian character, Let any one 
consider bis own stock ideas on the sub- 
ject and a few moments of careful thought 
will probably convince him how inade- 
quate is his conception of the North 
American Savage. The usually accepted 
idea of savage character makes the ** no- 
ble red man” a miracle of magnanimity, 
generosity, chivalry and bravery. Such 
are the prominent lines in the picture, the 
shading of which perhaps shows a few 
dark lines, such as revenge, torture and 
stealthy lying-in wait. But still the 
moral grandeur of the picture far tran- 
scends the broken shades of the back- 
ground, wherein these sinister colors 
come but faintly into view. 
| Itmight bea pleasant ground of in- 
vestigation to inquire how far Mr. Coop- 
er’s Indian novels are responsible for this 
rose-colored picture of the typical In- 
dian, as entertained by many persons. 
Uncas and Chingachgook are sweet sing- 
ing birds who have gained our ear in 
early life, and to many of us become the 
epitome of the whole Indian race, Far 
be it from me to call in question the 
truth of Mr. Cooper’s art, or the truth of 
any one picture in his famous series of 
novels, yet it is possible that the insensi- 
ble inferences from his Indian stories, in 
regard to Indian charrcter, may be al- 
most totally wrong. This may scem like 
a paradox, to admit the truth of his de- 
acriptions, and deny the natural infer- 
ences to be drawn from them; bit the par 
adox is only inappearance. For although 
some novelists always aim to have the 
general tone of their stories agree with 
the times they represent, so that no de- 
ductions from it as to customs and char- 
acter shall violate historic truth, yet one 
could never say this of

The apparent paradox disappears when 
one remembers that an artist may pro- 
duce a series of pictures, painted from 
any country .whatsoever, and, although 
they shall be most faithful transcripts of 
the scenes themselves, still they may not 
give a correct appreciation of the country 
at large.

The disclosures 
of a case of this kind cause a pain and 
shock in the community, which the same 
amount of crime committed one 
whose course had been watched in 
whom the public generally had distrust, 
could not produce. Commencing life un 
der the most disadvantageous circum- 
stances, his parents being among the 
most indigent class, he early determined 
to rise by his own exertions to high pla-| 
ces of honor and trust. 

In this he was aided by friends who 
saw the ability was in him, and how well 
he succeeded in obtaining the places 
sought and the shrewdness with, which he 
managed tocover his departures from 
the pati of rectitude, and victimize those 
who had ever been truo friends, is well 
shown in the record now brought to light.

OUR NATIONAL GAME, 


We remember with great pleasure the 
days of old “*town-ball,”’ ** barn ball,” 
“rounders” and games of a similar nature, 
when we used a soft, light ball, in order 
thata player running the ‘youlds might 
be hit or burned as wo termed it, without 
canger of being disabled fer life. 

There was no pitching in those days, no 
fouls or any of the technical points used 
atthe presenttime., ‘Che game of to-day 
retains little, if any, of the features of the 
past. ‘The origin of the game of base 
ball as ascience began with the old Knick- 
erbocker club of New York, in 1857, al- 
though at that time no denifite rules were 
laid down except as a club organization, 
Phis organization laid the foundation of 
the present game, and although it has 
undergone many important changes, all 
for the better, yet the general ontiine re- 
main the same. The old Knickertocker 
club finally developed into the famows 
‘* Excelsior Club of Brooklyn, one of the 
most noted clubs that ever existed; some 
of their original players are to day great 
exponents of the game, Asa Brainard, 
the once famous pitcher of the old ** Reds” 
of Cincinnati, was one of the Excelsiors.

THE ORIGIN AND PROGRESS OF 
5 SHORT-HAND, 

The use of speech as a medium of com- | 
munication between man and man is nec. | 
essarily confined to those who are in reach | 
of each other's yoices; but as with speech 
came the expansion of thought, and as 
that expansion increased man’s necessi- 
ties it was soon found that a mode of 


words per minute, except perhaps, when 
the speaker becomes warm with bis sub- 
ject, or in sudden outburets of passion he 


| may run up to ene hundred and fifty, and 


possibly one hundred and seventy words 
per minute, Itis then when the beau- 
ties of short-hand and the capability of 
the phonographer is put to the test. I 
had the pleasure of the acquaintance of 


communication of man’s thoughts to pa- 
per was needed, or in other words, have 
his words as it were photographed on 
paper as they came from his lips. If we 
may surmise from the misty records of 
antiquity, the soldier was the first who 
employed a symbol to represent athought. 
A flag or any object was used as a repre- 
sentative of theught. The beacon fire 
that threw its glare from the lotty peak 
for miles on the plains below was a signal 
for some purpose; the bunting streaming 
from the mast head has been and is now 
made to convey thought with a distinet- 
ness and accuracy almost equal to speech. 
But the use of these national symbols 
could never come within the reach of in- 
dividual necessities, something was needed 
by the private individual that could be 
readily understood and read with ease, 
something that would not consume time 
for its adaptability, something that could 
be used on the instant. Picture writing 
was devised merely representing objects 
by a rude portraiture of them. ‘The slow- 
ness of this system became inadequate for 
general usage, but really this was the first 
step towards a universal method of writ- 
ing. ‘This hieoglyphic system could neyer 
become complete, because of the infinite 
number of thoughts, which would require 
a corresponding infinite number of sym- 
bols to represent each thought, and also 
in consequence of the time employed in 
writing these symbols. No sooner had 
sound become the basis instead of objects 
than we beheld the first great step towards 
consum mating the wants of an enlightened 
people. 

Torepresent the language that grew 
out of these various sounds and aliments 
by an alphabet was an impossibility, be- 
cause it took too long atime, and at that 
time there were too many dialects and 
languages which were fused Into the Eng- 
lish, and characters enough could not be 
favented, that would be distinct enough 
to represent clearly each sound, and be- 


sides the mind was not capable of retain- 


ing them. 


A scheme for a new and briefer system 
of writing was projected in the days of 
Speed was the grand aim of 


Raleigh. 
the system, but speed is only one of the 


requisites of writing, to read what has 


been written 


Was as essential as speed.

Many eminent men have followed the 
profession of a reporter, Lord Campbell, 
once Lord Chancellor of England was a 
parliamentary reporter, Charles Dickens 
was a reporter in the Chronicle. Jobn 
Payne Collins was also connected with 
that journal as a reporter. So are Mr. 
Sargent Spankie, Samuel Carther Hall, 
editor of the Art Journal, and Special 
Correspondent Russell were for a long 
time reporters in the House of Commons. 
In this country many of our most distin- 
guished men began life as reporters. 
Thus has Dr, Johnson’s prophecy been 
falsified, and the daily use of this invalua- 
ble art abundantly proves that the great 
power of verbatim writing has been made 
accessible to all, through the inventive 
genius of Isaac Pitman.

Honors,—Frank Procter, of the Cape 
Ann Advertiser, is one of the Aldermen of 
Gloucester, We congratulate him on his 
elevation, and are glad that he can spare 
a little tine from journalism to deyote to 
city affairs, The following sketch of bim 
tells what kind of a man he is, and who 
his ancestors were:— 


Irancis Procter, alderman from Ward 
four, the youngest member of the board, 
is the senior member of the firm of Proc 
ter Brothers, and of a family largely 
represented in this community, Le was 
born March 16, 1833, and is nearly forty- 
three years of age, Of bis remote an- 
cestry there is at present but very little 
known, although it is well authenticated 
that they were among the early settlers 
of Danvers and Salem, probably of the 
line of John, who came trom London in 
1635, His great-grandfather, Josepb 
Procter, was born in Danvers on the 23d 
of August, 1743, and came to Gloucester 
about the year 1766, On the Sd of 
March, 1768, he was matried in Danvere 
to Mies Elizabeth Epes, and the pair at 
ouce removed to Gloucester, where his 
grandfather, Daniel Epes Procter, was 
born, Dec. 18, 1728. Mr. Procter was 
an attendant at the public schools of 
Gloucester until his thirteenth year, 
when his father died, and wishing to be 
self-sustaining, and add to instead of 
dimishing the little property left by his 
father, for the support of bis widowed 
mother and two other brothers, he en- 
tered into the business of selling papers, 
on a capital of one dollar, which was bor- 
rowed from his mother, This was the start- 
ing-point and foundation of the present 
firm of Procter Brothere, who have been- 
engaged in active business for nearly thir- 
ty years. He married March 15, 1856, Ma 
ry Melissa, eldest daughter of Solomon 
Rice, of Marlboro, Mass. Ile possesses 
large executive ability and business tal- 
ent, is keen, sagacious and persistent, al- 
ways determined to thoroughly under- 
stand every detail in whatever project he 
may be engaged, and with this important 
object duly understood, is ready for fur- 
ther developments, He has a love for 
public life, and is always willing to do 
his share of the work wherever he may 


be, and is not easily shaken in his con- |

ARTICLELY, OFFICERS—DUTIKS,

members, shall constitute a Board of Di- 
rectors, allof which shall be elected semi- 
annually by ballot, at the first regular 
meetings in January and July.

3. The Vice-President shall assist the 
President in the discharge of his duties, 
and in his absence preside in his place.

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STREETS AND SIDEWALKS. 
The question is often asked and never 
yot satisfactorily answered, Why do we 
have so poor roads with so much expen- 
Citure? It is the custom to cart on 
gravel in the spring and cart it off again 
in the fall. ‘The material is soft and 
loomy, and the roads as a consequence, 
poor and unsatisfactory. The stones 
which would make a good road bed, are 
carelully laid one side, and the sugary 
dirt piled up in the middle of the street, 
to the satisfaction of noone, If the town 
had astone crusher, and would break up 
stones and put them on the road, we 
should not now see Main street rutted 
like a country road, the plague of team- 
sters and a nuisance to pedestrians. We 
have stone enough and to spare, and if 
they could be transferred to the roads it 
would be a double blessing. The stone 
crusher has never been favorably con- 
sidered by our road makers, but the need | 
ofsome better system of road making 
than that now prevailing is patent to all. 
We pay largely for new roads and 
sidewalks, but it would be better to make 
somo of the old ones better, than to eee 
so much for the new. Our sidewalks are 
unworthy the name, except where pri- 
vate enterprise has taken hold of the| 
matter. « Prospect street is animportant 
thoroughfare, hundreds prssing over it 
every day, yet there is no sidewalk from 
High to Fowle street, and the strect is | 
practically impassable in wet weather to 
scores of citizens who desire to use it. 
High street from Prospect round to Muin 
isjustas bad. These matters deserve the 
attention of the citizens, and at the com- 
ing town meeting we hope the road com- 
missioners will receive such instructions 
that their duty will be quite plain.
